But the fact remains that Tom Olrdler 
still has plenty on the ball In splto of all his 
-5 enemies. Even though we haven't been hcar- 
ilng much about him In recent years, he ha.^ 
been doing an outstanding Job in the war 
'''effort as chairman of the Consolidated Vul- 
toc Aircraft corporation. 

Now that rive or six years have elapsed 
since his sensational round with the labor 
leaders, perhaps there arc many AmerlciTtiS 
who have wondered what Glrdler Is thinking 
about. 

m hl.s forthcoming autobiography. "Boot 
" Straps," lie .summarizes hl.s views on the rela- 
tions of manaRcment and labor. 

Flcst of all, lie reiterates that he approves 
of unions but dlsapprove.s of the abuse of 
. , power by union leaders. There Is danger, hq 
believes, that the real gains of people who 
work— even coUecUvc bafRalnlne — may bo 
washed out by a wide conntcr-.swlng of the 
pendulum of public opinion. 

"In the past when powerful financial and 
business groups were believed to be manipu- 
lating legislation to selfish ends, the Ameri- 
can people used democratic processes to pre- 
vent furtlftr abuse of that kind of concen- 
trated power," says Glrdler. "So great was 
the Indignation aroused that some of the cor- 
rective IcBlslalloti was punlt^ve rather than 
helpful. 

"A similarly unlortuniito result Is not out- 
side the bounds of possibility In the pioscnt 
situation. I do not want to see that happen. 
But It Is becoming Increasingly apparent, I 
thltftv that t"he people are now aware that It 
la as mucii againsi tns puoUc Interest to have 
untcBolate'd' labor unions ris' It was to have 
unregulated corporatloha, 

"We dUTlot have 'to proceed much- farther 
along the lines we have been going before 
the term 'manpower czar" aWall become a bit- 
ter reality. It Is my view V^al the present 
leadership of tlio unions Is foolishly deliver- 
ing all work Into the power of . government 
bureaucrats. Such a state of affairs' I con- 
sider nothing short of terrifying. 

■"Whenever all Jobs In this country are so 
controlled, no matter what wo call it. we Blintl 
be living under a dictatorship. The whole 
history of humanity Is a mass oX evidence 
that no dictator would long tolerate such a 
thing as a union of laborers. Labor milons 
WBUld be abolished along with every other 
kind of frte enterprise arrangement." 

Well, that's that. But what solution does 

■ Mr. Glrdler have to offer? 

He sees (our main pofhts for consideration 
when the country sets about the job of giving 
this country Industrial peace; 

First, recognition of the principle of col- 
_ jjrctlve bargaining. ' " ' 

Second, recognition of the right of cm- 

■ ployes to Join or not to Join any labor or- 
ganization. ~ 

Third, recognition that Industrial relations 
are 'human' relations, and further that co- 
'oporatlon between men and management na- 
turally follows mutual understanding of each 
other'fi problems. 

Fourth, legislation faWy designed to pro- 
tect the rights o£-botli employes and em- 
ployers. ^ : 

"Once we establish an arrangement for em- 
ployment In Industry which takes account of 
these nialn point!," Glrdler emphasizes, "I 
believe they will become as pillars support- 
ing a sound structure of Industrial relation- 
ships." 

Those are the views of a big bualness man 
who has stood up under fire. Wa can take 
them for what they are worth.
